The above dispatch, it will be observed, is 
simply a trangcript of a statement made by Mr. 
McLin, of the Florida Returning Board, to 
somebody connected with the Washington Post 
(Democratic), and printedin that paper. Mr. 
Marble, however, feels aggrieved at its insertion 
iu Tus Tamuxx, and requests us to republish 
the following letter from the New York Waid 
of Saturday: 

THE PRESIDENTIAL COUNT—WHaT MR. MANTON 

MARBLE SAW IN FLORIDA. 

New York, Jan. 17, 1878.— b the Editor of 
the Worid—Sjn: The history of the Florida 
canvass contijues interesting, as anybody might 
guess from tite currency given lately toa fiction 
about it, ascribed to McLin, of the Canvassing 
Board, whose official act, since pronounced illegal 
and false by the Executive, the Lezisiature, and 
the Supreme Court (all Republicans) of Florida, 
then defrauded that State of its vote for ‘Tiiden, 
and reversed it, and defrauded the people of the 
United States of their choice for President. 

When arrived at Tallahassee, the Capital of 
Florida, last Winter, my first effort was, in con- 
junction with Samnel Pasco, an accomplished 
graduate of ‘Harvard, Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, to ascertain the actual 
vote at the November election. Quebec was 
nearer in time than some of the southern 
counties, across the Everglades, at the foot of the 
peninsula. Nevertheless, from every county, 
however remote or inaccessible, we orzanized a 
speedy-as- possible collection of the certified copies 
of the recorded canvass and returns of the local 
county officers. Tree copies of cach were then 
in existence: 1. The official record at each coun- 
ty-seat. 2. The return at or on the way to tne 
Secretary of State's office at Tallabassee. 3. A 
duplicate return with or on the way to the Gover- 
nor at Tallahassee. Forgery or falsification of 
No. 2 and No, 3, and a forced agreement of the 
two with each other, were attainable by their cus- 
todians if knaves; but these two official returns 
could not be sufely cooked at Tallahassee and fal- 
sified without a precisely corresponding cookery 
at the county-seat of No. 1, an original official 
record there. 

Every leadjng Democrat in Florida, like Col. 
Pasco, firmly believed, with sufficient reason in 
the reports from the near and populous counties, 
that their party had carried the State. The whole 
Democratic organizatfon throughout the State ient 
willing band to know and fix the literal truth and 
fact. The certified copies, for which we sent by 
telegraph, post, boats, mounted messengers, etc., 
of the county-seat record (No. 1) in every couny, 
nailed that record,—nailed it at the precise ma- 
jorities, whi¢hever and whatever they were as 
computed and returned (No. 2 and No. ) to Talle- 
hassee by the county officers, for the Board of 
State Canvasgers to Canvases, aggregate, and de- 
clare. 

In due time the arrival of our certified copies of 
the county-seat records gave Gov. Drew, Col. 
Pasco, Biectér Wilkinson Call, and their friends 
from the North, actual] and Jegai demonstration that 
the people of Florida had cast a majority of their 
votes for George F. Drew and the other State offi- 
cers (who are now holding @fice), and for the Til- 
den Electors, who, afterwards, on the law-day, 
met, cast their votes, and transmitted the same to 
the President of the Senate. But so did also the 
non- elected Hayes Electors, whose votes, the Elect- 
oral Commission selected for count. 
It was assumed, you perceive, in these our pre- 
cautions against forgery, that we had todo with 
rogues. Why assumed, if the time ever comes to 
tell the whole story of the Florida fraua, may then 
more fully appear. Hut, when the fact that Flori- 
da had voted for Tilden was thus certified, record- 
ed, and fixed by evidence iu our control, not that 
of the State authorities, the rogues were driven to 
other means than forvery for effecting their crimi- 
nal purpose. They were shut up to a flat violation 
of the law e the duty of the State Can- 
vassing Board.

METALLIC CURRENCY. 


A Region Where Greenbacks, Silver, and 

Gold Are Unknown—Bar Iron the Only 

"Medium of Commercial Exchange. 
Special Correspondence af The Trioune, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan, 20.—A class of people 
exists in America whose equanimity has never 
in the least been disturbed by the discussions 
of the financial problems dt the day. They 
have a peculiar currency of theirown. It is 
both metallic and heavy. It is iron. These peo- 
ple live in Johnson, Carter, and adjoining coun- 
ties, East Tennessee, en iron region that has re- 
cently become famous, though the ores in that 
locality have been worged for nearly half a cen- 
tury. Iron here is thé onlv available currency. 
It consists entirely of bars, half-a-dozen of 
which can easily be carried upon the shoulder. 
When a man wants shoes, clothing, coffee 
sugar, or any or all domestic articles, he 
shoulders the bars of iron which have 
been given him in exchange for his labor, goes 
toa merchant and gets them. it is, in fact 
considered a legal-tender in the settlement of 
all dues and liabilities. A rae quanti of this 
bar-iron, having been collected by the mer- 
chants, it is sent to Knox ville or Bristol, and the 
cash realized upon it. In that region, too, four 
varieties of iron can be secured at the rate of 
$1 per ton io bar-iron. 

But while these people are satisfied with this 
currency,—for custom has made it s0,—the great 
mass of the people of Tennessee want a still 
better currency. They want silver and id. 
They want, above all things else, w- 
ever, silver remonetized, and no stint 
in ite coinage. Silver once remone- 
tized and Uberally coined, they won't 
care aspap whether any more greenbacks are 
issued. Before the War Tennessee boasted over 
$10,000,000 of State and free-bank currency. 
Now the currency is only estimated to be $2,- 
500,000. Then every department. of industry 
was kept jn operation, and people were prosper- 
ous and Happy. Those were the times of free 
banks, gold and silver. The demonetization of 
silver was never dreamed of in those days. It 
was hoarded up in every conceivable receptacle. 
When the War came on it was buried. People 
were not altogether confident the Confederacy 
would become a separate existence, and, while 
they put their faith in gold and silver, they spent 
Confederate money lavishly. When it was dis- 
covered that the bottom of that experiment was 
about to be kuocked out. Confederate mone 
was used in the purchase of realty, but gold an 
silver were planted for future use. Hence, ever 
since the close of the conflict, deluded mortals 
can be seen delving in the earth with the hope 


of rich deposits of coin left by frighténed people 
with the expectation of at some day returning 
and making themselves comfortable. Even the 
aid of Spiritualism has been sought, onty to 
lead to disappointment. Some times small 
„ dabs “ of silver and gold have been found, 
but seldom. This, bowever, only served to 
awaken greater interest. Thecamping-grounds 
and battie-fields have been pretty well over- 
hauled, and manya hole dug with the hope of 
some reward. If atree was blazed near some 
well-known camping-ground, deep furrows were 
dug all around it. The blaze was taken to be a 
mark by which some man might in the ſuture 
regain buried treasure. 

t is claimed here, and not without gréat jus- 
tice, that with the currency issued by State and 
free banks just four times the a nt of bust 
ness Was transacted than has betn done since 
the contraction of the currency and demoneti- 
gation of silver. All had employment, whereas 
a large class of people, Who would be industri- 
ous if the Opportunity was afforded them, are 
now living from hand to mouth. 

Silver once remonetized, State credit would 
rise in the scales, and the payment of the State 
debt would be an accomplished fact. If the 
silver measure is defeated, the cause of the re- 
pudiationists will be greatly strengthened and

It has been resolved by the Porte to vacate 
as soon as the victorious Russians advance 
to a point on the Adrianople Rallroad within 
twenty-five miles of the Capital. The worst 
that the Bulgarians could do will hardly sur- 
pass the state of things that will soon be 
brought to pass in Constantinople. 

Our local columns this morning report the 
capture by the police of the bratal murder- 
ers of Huan McConvyiz. It will be re- 
membered that these two young fiends de- 
liberately went into a butcher’s shop, seized 
a knife, and went out with the declaration 
that they would kill the first person they 
met. The first persons they met were Mr. 
MoConvLA and his niece. One of them 
mmediately attacked the latter, and when 
her uncle attempted to rescue her the other 
brute cut him with the kmife in such a 
shocking manner that he has since died. A 
more inhuman or shockingly cruel murder 
never occurred in the records of crime. 
There was an entire absembe of provocation, 
and the only motive these fiends had was 
the bloodthirsty determination that the 
night should not pass without the death 
of some one. Had it been only a 
woman or a little child they had 
first met, the result wonld have been the 
dame. It may be as well, therefore, to sug- 
gest to the authorities that the people of this 
city will demand their speedy trial and pun- 
ishment to the extent of the law. The pub- 
lic is not in a temper to tolerate any delays, 
any maudlin sympathy, or any legal tech- 
nicalities that will stand in the way. If by 
any possible means they are allowed to 
escape, an indignant public sentiment will 
find a way to execute the laws outside of the 
courts, and will make it besides exceedingly 
unpleasant for other roughs and thugs with 
which Chicago is infested. The authorities 
should beware lest they anchain the tiger. 

CONSPIRING WITH ENEMIES. 

The most serious charge made against 

President Hares by the cabal of politicians 
who feel that they have been neglected is, 
that he has manifésted a disposition to desert 
the Republican party. This has been per- 
sistently urged in the face of the Cincinnati 
platform of the Republican party, to which 
the President rigidly adheres, and in spite of 
his letter of acceptance, which wag univer- 
sally applauded by Republicans, and con- 
tains the pledges to which he is bound. To 
prove the charge of a desertion of his party, 
the cabal of politicians began by condemning 
his withdrawal of troops from the Southern 
States,—as if it were a cardinal principle of 
the Republican party to maintain an army in 
the South for the benefit of the carpet-bag- 
gers!

THE SPANISH MARRIAGE. 

The young King of Spain will during this 
week marry his cousin, the Princess Ma- 
cepes. The world will look on un- 
moved. The Cabinets of all Europe are un- 
disturbed ; the marriage has not the slightest 
political significance, and hence the young 
couple may hope to live together undisturb- 
ed by revolutions or foreign wars growing 
out of their affections, The families who 
have reigned in Spain have in their timed 
furnished wives, and sometimes husbands, 
to all the Royal families in Europe; there is 
hardly a Royal family now in Europe that 
does not count among its ancestors many 
Spanish Princes, and especially Princesses. 
The intermarriages of Spanish Princesses 
with the English Princes were in old times 
quite numerous. Thus, Ricnanůb I. (Cour 
de Lion) took for wife a Princess of Navarre, 
while his sister Exganon married A- 
yonso VIII. of Castile. Epwarp I. 
married a Castilian. Joun of Gaunt, 
the founder of the House of Lancaster, mar- 
ried Constance, heiress of Castile, while his 
brother, the Duke of York, married Ia ILA 
of the same family. Thus the houses o 
York and Lancaster, afterwards competing 
under the white and red rose for the British 
Crown, date from these marriages with Spain. 
Some generations later, Pamir II. of Spain 
claimed the English throne as a descendant 
of Jom of Gaunt, The next conspicuous 
marriage between England and Spain was 
that of Carnertne, daughter of Frexprmanp 
and IsAnELLA, who married, first, Arruur, 
Prince of Wales, and then Henry VIII. 
Out of this marriage grew NT quarrel 
with the Church of Rome. Queen Manx, 
who married Purp II. of Spain, was the 
last descendant of the English-Spanish mar- 
riages. 

After Navarre ceased to be a Spanish 
province, HxxnT III. of Navarre became 
the famous Henry IV. of France, introduc- 
ing to the French throne the house of Bour- 
bon. The marriage of Fexprvanp of Ara- 
gon and IsAnELLA of Castile resulted in the 
consolidation of the Spanish monarchy, 
in the discovery of America by Corum 
Bus, and gave to Spain the great power 
which it subsequently enjoyed. The famous 
Emperor CHAIN V. was a son of this mar- 
riage. During the century that followed, 
Spain was represented by marriage in nearly 
all the monarchies of Europe, — France, Eu- 
gland, Poland, Denmark, Sicily, Naples, 
Hungary, Portugal, and Austria,—furnished 
several Emperors of Germany, and was also 
closely connected with all the minor States. 

About 1640, Louris XIII. of France mar- 
ried Anne Manta, sister of Pari IV. of 
Spain, and two generations later this mar- 
riage led to the war of the Spanish Succes- 
sion, in which, for thirteen years, Engiand, 
Germany, and Holland were engaged in act- 
ive war with France. That war ended in 
1700 by the recognition of the French Bour, 
bon Prince as King of Spain by the title of 
Pair V. 

Frerprnanp VII. was married four times, 
and by the last marriage only had children, 
two girls, Isapetta and Manta Lovisa,— 
and when these Princesses were respectively 
1 and 3 years old, he got into his grave, 
leaving to his courtry a legacy of war, 
intrigue, scandal, civil strife, and revolution, 
which have continued ever since. Before he 
died he set aside the law which limited 
the succession to the male line, where- 
upon his brother, Don Carzos, claimed 
the throne, and for years waged a 
war so cruel and bloody that the 
nations of Europe had to intervene in the 
name of humanity. His descendants have 
since then renewed the contest at intervals. 
The baby Isape.ia was declared Queen, and 
in 1846, when she was 16 years old and her 
sister 14, was married, through the intrigue 
of the French King Lovis Pm, to a noto- 
riously imbecile Spanish nobleman, her 
cousin. The Queen's sister was at the same 
time married to the Duke of Monrrensien, 
son of Lovis Pamir. We need not repeat 
the familiar story as to the end sought by 
this scandalous intrigue. The marriages 
took, place in October, 1846. The Queen 
remained childless for several years, while 
her sister the Duchess had several children. 
In 1851 the Queen had a daughter, and then, 
after several other Princesses had been 
born, ALtronso was born in 1857, 
and the whole scheme of the dis- 
honest marriage, so far as it intended 
the succession of the Montrrnsier family, 
was defeated. In 1868 Isabetia was de- 
throned, and eventually her son, now in his 
2ist year, was declared King. His intended 
wife is Manta Munro, fifth child of the 
French Duke of Monrrznsrer, and was 
born in 1860. After nearly fifty years of 
civil war, revolution, and general decay in 
the Kingdom, growing out of the fourth 
marriage of F mann, Spain is about to 
have a Royal marriage, founded on the real 


} affection of the parties interested and undis- 


turbed by any political difficulties, domestic 
or foreign. The crown will descend to the 
children of this anion of the two daughters 


It is possible that, of all the sons of Lovrs 
Purr, Monrrenstew alone will have a de- 
scendant on any throne. 

This marriage will probably have the effect 
of strengthening the direct line against the 
Oarlists, and of from the 
civil war of succession which has been 
chronic since 1888. The ex-Queen IsaBELLA, 
while triumphing in the undisputed royalty 
of her son, finds herself, and she is yet 3 
young woman, a political outcast. Her 
mother was one of the sharpest politicians in 
Europe in her day, but Isanextua has never 
been a success in any respect. Shamelbssly 
defrauded in her marriage, she was driven to 
take revenge on the conspirators, even at 
the sacrifice of the personal respect of 
civilized nations, and at the cost of making 
her name synonomous with womanly shame. 
She is as much a social as she is a political 
outcast, and al Spain protests against her 
return, even ad a guest at the marriage of 
her son, the King. 


A BLOW FROM HALSTEAD. 

Murat HatsTzap has been striking out 
from the shoulder again. As usual, some- 
thing heavy has fallen. In a recent article 
the New York Public mawkishly lamented 
that a man like Mr. Hater should throw 
away a future that was worth much in bow- 
ing to a gust of excitement that will pass 
just as the Granger agitation passed, leaving 
nothing but lasting shame behind.” This 
brought Mr. Hazerzap to the front. He 
wrote a letter to the Public, which the editor 
admits to be the strongest defense yet 
made of his position on that question.” Said 
editor lamentably failed, also. in his attempt 
to attack this position. Mr. Hatsrzap might 
have made one point against the Public's 
declaration which he omitted, viz.: The 
Granger movement to which he refers was 
very far from the disgraceful failure which 
the Public intimates. That movement came 
from the people. It brought the railroads 
to about the first recognition of the fact that 
the public have rights which the railroads 
are bound to respect. It went to excesses in 
some cases, but it attained its main purpose 
in securing from the Legislatures and the 
Courts (including the highest tribunal in the 
nation) the permanent settlement of the 
chief issue in favor of the people. The sil- 
ver movement will likewise accomplish as 
much. ä 

Mr. Hatsrzap, in his letter to the Public, 
rests the case where it properly belongs,— 
on the Coin act of March 18, 1869, and the 
Refunding act of July 14, 1870, and warns 
the money-lenders and bondholders that they 
cannot afford to inaugurate the practice of 
changing the original contract. He repels 
as insolent and infamous (which are about 
the proper words) the attempt to associate 
this old-fashioned hard-money doctrine 
that is, silver and gold—with the inflation of 
an irredeemable currency and the repudia- 
tion of contracts. The real silver men 
are hard-money men, and advocate 
the restoration of the silver dollar 
as the only practicable and fair means of at- 
taining resumption. Mr. Hatsrzap makes a 
bold argument in favor of free and unlimited 
coi He says plumply that there can- 
not be too much real money, and he does 
not want the officers of the Government ex- 
posed to temptation by giving them oppor- 
tunities for private speculations and dis- 
criminating between packages of silver 
offered for coinage. He demands that the 
metal be made money and not treated as 
merchandise. His concluding paragraph is 
so strong that it should be quoted in its own 
words, He says: . 

I ‘to be convinced , 
debe d and dncobewent e e Nes Ne. 
money, in violation of all sound princioles of com- 
mercial and mone science; in disregard of the 
plainest lessons of history; in manifest opposition 
to the interests of this nation as a debtor and a 
producer of silver (more in debt than any other 
nation, and a greater producer of precious metals 
than any other); in derision of the clearest laws 
for the interpretation of contracts that can be 
found upon the statute-books; in contempt of 
popular rights; and in disrespect of the losses and 
— 2 of the people, —I am regretful to be con- 
vinced by these thi that there is in this coun- 
try a power great and unscrupulous, arrogantly as- 
serting its divine right 4 rule over the people in 
the name of the financial integrity that it mis- 
construes and brutally disregaras. The gold poli- 
cy 4s not good for America. Between Europe, 
tepresenting gold, and Asia, standing for silver, it 
is excellent that this continent should have the 
double stancard. The double standard is the 
worid’s true standard, and we should stand for the 
world and for the people who do the world's work, 
against the enemies of siiver.—the poor man’s 
old reliable money. good though al! the vanks 
break and the nations fail. The abolishment of 
silver as money would be a disaster of inconceiva- 
ble proportions; and America, the producer of eil- 
ver, and overshadowed by debt, would be idiotic 
to aid in dragging upon herself her greater share in 


so prodigious a misfortune to the people at la 
and to tue industries of mankind. 2 1 


We fancy that the Eastern editors who 
pander to the gold clique will do well to 
treat the silver question in a general way, 
and not single out Mr. Haxsrxap as a target 
for their epithets. They are apt to get the 
worst of it, if they do.

THE KASHGAR WAR. 

A brief dispatch from London, dated the 
20th, says: It is reported that the Chinese 
have captured the City of Kashgar.” It is 
hardly fair that the Turko-Russian war 
should occupy the lion’s share of the public 
prints for nearly a year and the Kashgar 
war, fought in the old home of the Turks, 
receive no attention. As there are probably 
few of our readers who have been aware of 
the Kashgar war at all, and as there may be 
many who know but little about Kashgar, a 
short sketch of the situation may not be un- 
interesting. Kashgar is the most important 
State in Turkestan, or Tartary, as it is better 
known, a province extending from the 
Caspian Sea eastward, bounded on the north 
by the Russian dominions and on the south 
by Persia and India. The province is divided 
into two great divisions, East and West 
Turkestan. The latter division, which 
was formerly set down on the maps as 
Independent Tartary,comprises the Khanates 
of Khiva and Bokhara, which Russia an- 
nexed two years ago, to the consternation of 
England, who saw in this aggrandizement of 
territory another menace of Russia to her 
Indian possessions. East Turkestan has 
been more familiarly know as Chinese 
Tartary, and includes seven provincial gov- 
ernments hitherto under the rule of Kash- 
gar, the principal State. Both provinces 
have been the theatre of continual warfare. 


In the western province, back almost to 


mythological days, the Persians and Tura- 
nians fought for possession, the latter finally 
conquering. At the beginning of the historic 
period, the Persians reeconquered it. After- 
wards it was successfully taken by ALEx- 
ANDER the Great, the Parthians, the great 
Genouis Kuan, and Tamentane. Under the 
latter, the Tartars obtained complete pos- 
session, and held it until the begin- 
ning of the sixteenth century, when they 
were driven out by the Turkish Uzbecks, 
whose dominion. lasted 160 years, The prov- 
ince was then divided into Khanates, which 
have since been absorbed by Russia. The 
other province, East Turkestan, of which 
Kashgar is the principal State, was originally 
included in the Tartar Kingdom of Central 
Asia, and when it was divided came under 
the power of a local Mohammedan dynasty. 


From that time until the middle of the eight- 


eenth century the power passed into the 
hands of various factions alternately, the 
intestine strife finally being ended by the 
Chinese, who took advantage of the feuds to 
enter in and occupy Kashgar, and gradually 
extend their supremacy over the whole prov- 
ince. The Chinese ruled the country for 108 
years, but in 1863 the first serious menace to 
their rule was made ina revolt of the Tun- 
ganis, a Mohammedan tribe of mixed Chi- 
nese and Tartar descent. This was 
followed by the insurrection of the 
Kirghiz Tartars, a powerful tribe, 
although nomadic, and fierce fighters. 
The insurrection lasted several years, but 
finally resulted in the expulsion of the 
Chinese and the subjection of Kashgar and 
the other States to Mona Yaxoos Beg, 
a military chieftain from Western Turkestan 
who had left Khokand when it was occupied 
by the Ruésians. Momamuep Toon 
(„Beg being simply a title equivalent to 
the Turkish “‘ Pasha )] proved to be a ruler 
of extraordinary executive ability. He united 
the various States firmly together and be- 
came their supreme ruler. He successfully 
repelled every Mort of the Chinese to gain a 
new foothold, and summarily put down sev- 
eral incipient revolutions. Under his intel- 
ligent rule, the country rapidly advanced in 
civilization. He increased its industry and 
extended its commerce, especially with Rus- 
sia, with whom it had always had consider- 
able trade in tea and cloths. He promised to 
be one of the most remarkable rulers Asia 
has yet produced, but his reign was cut short 
by his untimely death last summer. His suc- 
cessor proved to be a weak man, an habit- 
ual drunkard, and utterly incapable of 
managing the Government. He had been 
in power but a very short time when the old 
feuds broke out again and new conspiracies 
against the Kashgar Government arose, 
plunging the whole province into disorder. 
Taking advantage of these dissensions and 
of the preoccupation of Russia in the war 
with Turkey, the Chinese quietly, but with 
an overwhelming force, entered the province, 
and have made themselves masters of it with 
comparatively little opposition from its im- 
potent guder.. The engagement of Russia 
with Turkey, more than any other cause, 
has probably enabled them to regain their 
power in Kashgar, but it can be at best only 
of short duration. Eastern Turkestan is in 
the direct line of the Russian advance in 
Asia, and must shortly be absorbed by the 
Muscovite giant as the Western Khanates 
have. The prospects of a war between Rus- 
sia and China, therefore, are not very re- 
mote.

It is no uncommon occurrence nowadays for 
aman in the lower social strata to suddenly 
disappear from his accustomed place without 
leaving any clew to his whereabouts. The gap 
created by his departure, it may be remarked, is 
generally so small as to be quite unnoticeable, 
and the man bimself would never be deemed 
worthy of a newspaper paragraph unless, as 
frequently happens, he subsequently reap- 
pears in his old haunts, only to find 
that his wife bas married another man under 
the comfortable supposition of the death of the 
absentee. Cases of this kind creep into the 
newspapers now and then, and are wafted up 
and down the land through the kindly agency 
of the skillful scissors, coupled generally with 
a highly original and talented reference wh 
Tuxxrsox's shipwrecked sailor. An instarice 
occurred recently in Rochester, N. Y., although 
it possessed one or two Variations from the 
origmal narrative. Some time after the rail- 
road disaster at Ashtabula, a poor woman of 
Rochester claimed that her husband had been 
among the victims, and demanded a solace for 
her sorrow in the shape of a check for $5,000. 
She produced a bunch of keys found in the debris 
of the wrecked train, and declared that they 
fitted various doors and chests in her 
house. Sbe had also a piece of cloth 
which was recognized by some people 
as having been part of her husband’s coat. Be- 
sides ali this, there were two reliable witnesses 
who testified to having seen the aeceased at 
Buffalo on the very train which was destroyed. 
This accumulation of proof was so strong that 
the attorneys of the railroad offered to settle 
the claim for $4,000 without making any con- 
test, but the widow wanted her $5,000 or not n- 
ing, so the case went into the courts. Time 
passed on, and recently, before the case had 
come to trial, it was learned that the supposed 
dead man was living in a Soldiers’ Home in 
Wisconsin, where he had been sent by one of his 
old officers. He had gone without taking leave 
of his wife, who really believed him to have been 
killed at Ashtabula. As for the witnesses who 
testitied to having seen him on the ill-fated 
train, it seemed that they, too, were mistaken 
in his identity, having actuelly seen a person 
whom they believed to be the man in question.

III., Jan. 19.—I am uncertain what, in 
your opinion, the effect of remonetizing silver 
would be on the value of that metal. You have 
said that it would increase the usefulness of silver, 
and consequently increase its value. Would it so 
increase its value as to make the purchasing power 
of a dollar of 412% grains equal to that of a gold 
dollar’ If remonetization would make 412% grains 
of silver equal in value toa gold dollar. I do not 
understand how any one would be enabled by a 
Silver bill to pay debts in anything less than waat 
— call a dollar of 110 cents. It seems to me, 


rom the nature of the case, impossible to deter- 


mine how much the use of silver as legal money for 


all amounts would increase the value of 412 
grains of it. Perhaps remonetizing silver wo 
make dollars containing 412% grains dollars of 105 
cents, or dollars of 107 cents, and thus only par- 
tially defeat the goldites. Kespectfuliy,

The value of the pure silver, 3714¢ grains, in 
the coin dollar of 412% grains was worth, from 
1834 to 1874, from 101 to 105 cents in gold. In 
18745 the German Government became a pur- 
chaser for $400,000,000 of gold in exchange for 
silver. This increased demand for gold and 
this increased supply of silver were in addition 
to the ordinary annual product of the two 
metals. Under the increased demand for gold 
and the increased supply of silver for sale the 
price of silver in exchange for gold declined. 
The German supply of silver for sale is now re- 
duced to $67,000,000. Had the United 
States been open to silver coinage, 
this surplus of silver would have 
been long since exhausted, and silver and 
gold, as bullion, would have been restored to 
their ordinary relative values. The non-coinage 
of silver in this country has tended to keep silver 
at less than its ordinary value. The remonetiza- 
tion of silver and the direction to coin 640,000, 
000 a year, for five years, will open a market for 
all the surplus silver, and draw largely on the 
annual product. The effect of this will be to 
restore the silver dollar of 412 grains at least 
to par with the gold dollar, and there will be uo 
swindling, cheating, or repudiation.

One of them was interviewed 
by a reporter, and confidently imparted the in- 
formation that his salary was 25 cents a night, 
that the first night’s salary went to the door- 
keeper, that it would cost him 40 cents to have 
his beard shaved off, but, after all these draw- 
backs, he would still clear 90 cents a week. 
Now, although this noble Roman bore himself 
courageously under these depressing circum- 
stances, we desire to enter a protest against the 
injustice of paving an artist of such dimensions 
so Small a salary. The theatrical profession is 
one of the most difficult of callings, and bring- 
ing into active use every muscle, mental as well 
as physical, of the human frame. The truth 
is that managers have conspired together to 
hire at extravagant figures a few men in order 
that the rest of the profession may be reduced 
to perpetual beggary. If $150 a week were to 
be taken from fhe salary of Miss Erro and 
distributed among the noble Romans in Phila- 
deiphia, the act would bea deserved recogni- 
tion of brains and industry, in contradistinction 
from literary piracy and flippant mind. 


The extent of the good feeling existing be- 
tween Germany and Russia was illustrated by 
an meident in St. Petersburg recentiy. When 
the Czar returned to the Capital, and the Impe- 
rial procession went to the Cathedral, the German 
Ambassador viewed the scene from the window of 
aclub-house.

„On BACHELORS” AT HOOLEYS. 

Robson and Crane have attained sach wide 
popularity here that any production with which 
their names are connected may be gure to command 
attention. It is an established fact that Chi- 
cago audiences are prone to stay away from the 
first night of a new piece, —they like to consult the 
experts first, before committing themselves to the 
enjoyment of a fresh joy,—and there 
fore we are bound to asttribute to the 
personal magnetism of the glue brothers the 
presence last evening of the very large and 
brilliant audience which welcomed the first repre- 
sentation in this city of Our Bachelors."’ The 
house was full, and it was full of intelligent and 
cheerful people. who took pleasure in honor- 
ing the comedians with a most cordial greet- 
ing on their appearance, and im summoning 
them before the curtain frequently to receive 
repeated testimonials of approval. Such a demon- 
etration might have happened in any event. in 
the event of Robson and Crane coming here with 
a very poor play. But, happily for all concerned, 
they came with anexcellent comedy, one which, in 
respect of native wit. drollery, and ingenuity of 
construction, may be considered as at least a par- 
tral fulfiliment of the advent of the much prophesied 
American drama. It is certainly a vast improvement 
upon the buriesques which have for some time past 
been accepted as picturesof modern life and man- 
ners, conveying to the spectator a really plausible 
delineation of contemporaneous existence, and 
producing merriment out of common experiences 
without the aid of the galvanic battery. Our 
Bachelors’ is the work of Mr. Joseph Bradford. an 
accomplished Boston journalist, whois a liter- 
ary artist, aman of the world, a man of common 
sense, as may be seen by his careful avoidance of 
the grotesqueries which comedians of the period 
insist on having, injected into almost all 
the recent buffooneries which pass muster 


has had the sagacity to see taat there 
is abundant food for laughter in all our daily do- 
ings, when presented in an artisticaliy exaggerated 
shape, and that there is, after all. no need of mere 
tom -foolery, such as only the ‘* barren spectator” 
can appreciate. In this comedy Mr. Bradford has 
rather walkea in the footsteps of the old masters, at 
the same time combining with their wieer method 
arich, quaint humor in dialogue and portraiture 
which is thorougbly original, and which stamps 
the work as the product of an American.

ment, and farnishes a highly-amusing episode. 
The situations are diverting, without degenerating 
into farce,—save in one instance, which is need- 
leas, though irresistibly funny, —and the dialogue 
is brimful of wit and quaint humor. At tnis hour 
it would be ont of the question to convey more 
than a hasty record of impressions, sud 
the most vivid of these are the mimi 
table fun of Mr. Crane's impersonation of 
the eccentric old anti-matrimonialist, who is fina)- 
ly led into the trap he has been warning all his 
friends to avoid, and the equally humordus pict- 
ure by Robson of the man with paternal! instincts 
wao is seeking after true happiness. The cast was 
in some respects not as good as we were entitled to 
expect, but it contained Mrs. Howard Rogers, Miss 
Lettie Allen, and Mr. Grahame, Who, acted well. 
‘The applause last night was continu@us, and the 
play is destined to have a great success in Chicago. 


M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

In producing original plays and in maintaining 
an unusually good stock company Mr. McVicker 
has shown a managerial audacity that is worthy of 
praise. Perhaps he gets less of praise than of 
wonder from the Chicago public, which is a ‘fickle 
public and hard to please. But the experiment 
being still in progress, itis unsafeto venture any 
predictions upon the result. If yesterday even- 
ing's performance be taken as an average, both in 
regard to the merit of the play and the size of 
the audience, one might, perhaps, indulge in a 
forecast that would be too favorable. Fora ‘‘ first 
night, though not an entire success, it went a 
long way towards that theatrical goal, and was de- 
cidedly encouraging.

HARD TIMES IN ENGLAND. 


The Iron and Coal Trades. 
London Saturday Review, Jan. 5. 


appears to be not a mere depression, 


dergoing. The production of the raw material 
is seemingly being transferred from its old 
seats to centres economically more favored, and 
the manufacture is passing through a trans- 
formation, on their ability to adapt themselves 
promptly to the exigencies of which depends the 
future prosperity of our ironmasters. The de- 
pression is felt far more severely in the finished 
than in the crude trade. The demand for pig 
iron has nndoubtedly fallen off, and the output 
has been considerably diminished, but not at all 
to the extent of the decrease in the manufac- 
tured article. In Scotiand the number of fur- 
naces now in blast is thirty-two fewer than the 
average of the past thirty years,—a re- 
markable evidence of . adversity, in spite of 
the fact that the blast furnace of the present 
day is of enormous capacity compared with that 
of a quarter of a century ago. Again, we find 
that the output of pig iron last year decreased 


by 121,000 tons. And as in Scotland, so also in 
Lancashire and Staffordshire, in Derbyshire, 
Lincolnshire, and South Yorkshire, there has 
bee falling off. On the other hand. how- 
everpuhere has been a considerable increase in 
the Cleveland district. During the first nine 
months of the past year the increase was 
marked, and, although there is an estimated 
decline in the last quarter, for the whole year 
the augmentation is supposed to be not less 
than forty or fifty thousand tons. The i 

here, it will be seen, is not at all equal to the 
decrease elsewhere; nevertheless it is a signifi- 
cant fact. Cleveland exported to Scotland no 


tition was also keenly felt in the 
other districts. Along with the diminution of 
demand there would appear, therefore. to be in 
operation a transfer of the pig-iron trade to the 
Cleveland district from districts economically 
less favorably situated. Its advantages are 
such that it seems to be gradually driving its 
competitors out of the market. If this were all, 
the result would be finally beneficial. As in all 
great changes of the kind, there would be de- 
plorable suffering on the part of the workpeo- 
ple engaged elsewhere, and there would be a 
great waste of the capital that gives them em- 
ployment before it could be reinvested more 
profitably, but in the long run thecountry would 
btain its fron more cheaply. Unfortunately, 
owever, this is not a full statement 
of the facts. The Cleveland district is 
exporting largely to the Continent, and especial- 
ly to Germany, as well as to the home dis- 
tricts, and it is the crude metal which it is send- 
ing abroad. Continental manufacturers have at 
last learnt that they can buy pig iron at Mid- 
dlesbrough and carry it home more economical- 
ly than they can obtain it at their own doors; 
and cheap and docile labor. with skillful and 
thrifty management, enable them in many cases 
to re-export it to England when manufactured, 
and to underseil our own makers. Thus we are 
not only — with the reserve wealth of the 
country, but we are losing the profits and wages 
earned in working it up by ironmasters; coal- 
owners, and workpeople. Unless, therefore, em- 
ployers and trade-unionists alike awaken to the 
danger with which they are menaced, England 
appears to be slowly losing her pre-eminence 
as the great iron manufacturer of the world, 
which only afew years ago seemed assured to her, 
and to be sitiking down to the position of a 
mere producer of the raw material—a material, 
too, be it remembered, which never can be re- 
placed when once®xpvorted, and which is the in- 
dispensable instrument of all modern industry. 
It is, however, in the finished trade that the 
real severity of the depression isfelt. India and 
Australia have taken a larger quantity of rail- 
way iron than in thé preceding vear; and Russia 
has kept up her demand; but the United States, 
lately our principal customer, have almost 
ceased to buy from us, and other coun- 
tries have diminished their vurchases. 
In fact, as we remarked above, we 
have, for the moment at any rate, 
lost our old manufacturing pre-eminence. In 
consequence mills have been elosed all over the 
country, or have been working short time, and 
stocks have been accumulati at the pit- 
mouths. Even in the favored Cleveland dis- 
trict the quantity of finished work turned out 
has decreased. Elsewhere the reduction is im- 
mense.

Other em- 
ployers had adopted the same course, and ‘so 
heavy was the cust of pumping the water (out 
of the closed mines) that owners were driven to 
stop their pumps, and Soutb Staffordshire was 
being steadily drowned out.“ Respecting 
the state of the industry in South Yorkshire, 
some startling statistics have been compiled 
by Messrs. Pawson and Brailsiord, of Shefficid.

For a long series of years such intense de- 
pression has not prevailed in the iron trade as is 
experienced at the present moment. From 
every district where that trade is carried on the 
reports are to the same effect, though 
the diflerent branches of the industry 
are not equally affected. Indeed, it 


but an actual revolution, which the trade 1s un- 
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quently have not become chargeable on the 
rates. But when the colliers have exhausted 
their funds in contests with their employers, 
they are experiencing real hardship. In Soutn 
Wales, for exampie, there was a very protracted 
and extensive strike two years ago; the work- 
people consequently have no hoard to fall back 
upon when adversity has overtaken the trade 
which gave them employment; and as the 
Welch coal is chiefly in demand for the iron 
manufacture, coal-mining there has come 
almost toa standstill. The colliers of South 
Wales are, therefore, suffering. At Cardiff the 
Workhouse, we are told, is crowded; and, 
althougu a contradiction has been given to the 
statement that a stone-yard had been opene 
it appears to be beyond doubt that the cost o 
reliet is assumin ous proportions. At 
Merthyr soup-kitchens have been set up, and in 
other places meetings have been called to af- 
ford aid. In short, it is affirmed that such ex- 
tensive distress did not exist at the worst period 
of the great strike. In the Rhondda Valley, 
the most productive cnal-tield in all Wales, we 
are told that the collieries are kept open only a 
couple of days a week, since ey ton sold at 
present prices involves an actual loss of six- 
pence or ninepence. At the Cardiff Docks 
there are said to be miles of laden coal-wagons 
for which there is no sale. For the past nine 
months the export of coal has fallen off one- 
third at Cardiff, and there has been a simulta- 
neous decrease at Swansea and Newport. 
In the Forest of Dean also the: scarcity 
of employment is so serious that road-making 
and other public works have been set on foot. 
And ip Staffordshire the facts cited above suf- 
ticientiy show what the condition of the work- 
ing classes must be. In his speech at Wolver- 
hampton, Col. Thornycroft stated that, to pro- 
vide the work-people about to be aisc 

with a Christmas dinner, be bad sent some iron 
into town to be sold ior whatever it would fetch, 
thougu the loss was considerable. Lastly, we 
mav mention that in Northumberland a great 
strike is maintained at this moment, in re- 
sistance to a demand of the employers for a re- 
duction of 124¢ per cent in wages. Thus the 
earnings of tne coiliers are very often insuf- 
fiment to maintain a family; ana where, as in 
South Wales, they have ne savings to draw 
upon, they are suffering distress. It is said, in- 
deed, that ata great number of collieries the 
weekly earnings per man do not exceed five or 
six shillings. 

The primary cause of this lamentable collapse 
of two vast industries is the sudden paralysis 
with which railway enterprise was smitten in 
the summer of 1873. For the past half-ceatury 
the civilized worid has been busily providing it- 
self with steam communication. We bave made 
16,000 miles of line, the United States four 
times as much, and other couutries in propor- 
tion to their means and their requirements. At 
the same time, iron has to al extent taken 
the place of wood in ship-building, and has also 
become the main instrument of all modern in- 
dustry. The necessary, consequence of so un- 
paralleled a demand was an extraordinary stim- 
uius to the production of iron. Every coun- 
try, however thinly populated, and however 
backward in development, cagerly sought 
to share in a trade so profitable. he 
iron manufacture, therefore, was fostered by 
every conceivabie means. At length the more 
advanced nations had practically completed 
their railway network, but the warning was not 
taken. Tue less advanced countries obtained 
loans in the London market, and continued the 
work more recklessly than before. The end, 
however, could not be long postponed, and 
with the discredit of fureign loans railway con- 
struction was brought to a standstill. The pay- 
ment of the French indemnity, which in effect 
was the transfer of an immense capital trom 
productive to unproductive employment, and 
its reckless expenditure by the German Goveru- 
men aggtavated the crisis. The inflated prices 
of 1871 D̊ suddenly dropped, and devréssion fell 
upon the iron and coal trades. For a while the 
changes in naval construction made necessary by 
the opening of the Suez Canal mitigated the crisis 
by keeping up a considerabie demand for iron 
for shipbuilding purposes. But the transforma- 
tion is now nearly effected, and the arprenen- 
sions excited by the state of Europe have intro- 
duced a new element of disturbance. Lastly. 
the substitution of steel rails for iron 
has completed the disorganization of the 
iron industry. The works had been fitted 
up to manufacture iron, and before they, 
can be edapted to turn out steel they 
must de completely transformed. Happily, 
there is evidence that our ironmasters are alive 
to the necessities of the situation, aud are reso- 
lutely pre for the requisite sacrifice of 
capital, This country, béing foremost in the 
industry, bas been the first to leel the effects of 
the revolution it is undergoing, just as she first 
felt the revolution in naval construction. If 
she acts as promptly as on that occasion, she 
will have no need to fear the result.

RESUMPTION OF SYECIE PAY MENTS.

figures furnished by the Secretary of the Treasury 
in his debt statements. The resolation gives the 
Committee the power to send for persons and pa- 

and is to that extent more searching than the 
adopted by the House in November last 
salliag for information as to the amount of gold 
and gold coin in the Treasury. The reply of the 
Secretary of the Treasury stated that on Oct. 31 
whe actual amount of gold on hand, deduct-

O71. Besides this gold there was on hand silver 
to the amount of $8,477,575. The debt state- 
ment of Jan. 1 claimed that the actual amount of 
gold on hand free from habilities was $75, 000, -

of gold held by Nationa) Banks, and furnish sn esti- 
mate of the amount of gold the Government will 
own On Jan. 1, and the estimated imports and ex- 
ports of gold in that time. The information will 
throw a great deal of night on the prospects of re- 
gumpfion. Invitations have been sent to leading 
bankers of New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Cin- 
cinnati, and other cities to appear before the Com- 
to give their views about the present 
financial condition of the country, and the ability 
of the Government to resume specie - payments on 
the date set by the Resumption act. 
NEW YORK BANKS.

A general decline has taken place 
in the quotations of bank stocks in New York, 
This has not been caused by any bear movement, 


but by the general unprofltableness of the stocks, 


and the uncertainty about their real value.

THE LAW or BILLS OF EXCHANGE. 

An English court has just decided a judicial 
question of importance to dealers in bills of ex- 
change. A New York importing/house a few days 
before it suspended senta New York bank a bill 
of exchange for $2,500 drawn on a London house. 
When the draft reached London the drawee re- 
fused to pay, because while the bill was in transit 
news of the failure of the drawer had come by 
cabie..

THE CHICAGO LIFE. 
THE TRUE INWARDNESS 
of the defunct Chitago Life-Insurance Company is 


likely to be pretty well exposed by the present 
Grand Jury. Mr. William F. Tucker was inter- 
viewed at length on the subject Saturday, but that 
gentieman was ignorant of how the affairs of the 
Company were really carried on by Mr. C. W. 
Clapp, its former Secretary, who is now rusti- 
cating in some foreigt land, out of the jurisdiction 
of the courts. For years Mr. Tucker aliowed 
Clapp to cook up statements, and, from what the 
reporter has been @ble to learn, Barry and Clapp 
ran the machine, though there was not a aollar’s 
worth of the stock of the Company in Barry's name. 
The partnership that existed between Barry and 
Clapp was a copfidential one, known only to 
themselves. Mr. Tucker, as before stated, never 
mistrusted Clapp. The 10 per cent dividends 
roiled in ularly, and, about Christmas time, the 
Insurance Departments of Wisconsin, Indiana, 
Ohio, Minnesota, jowa, and this State sent in the 
blanks that were to be fllled in for the annua! re- 
ports. The Company only did business in the 
eight Western States mentioned. When the blanks 
came in Mr. Tucker would append his signature 
to the sheets, allowing Mr. Clapp to fill them 
in with such figures as he thought necessary. No 
dream of suspicion entered Mr. Tucker's mind of 
anything that could ibly be wrong in this, for 
he had an idea that the Secretary was aiways tell- 
ing him the truth in regard to the Company's con- 
dition. and he never inguired further. After 
Clapp had filled in the reports to suit himself. he gen- 
erally is reported to have acknowledged them before 
Hoyne, the United States Commissioner. The In- 
surance Departments of other States demand that 
the report be sworn to before a United States Com- 
missioner, but in Illinois itis optional, a Notary 
Public answering the purpose as well. The report 
alluded to in Sane Tür, of 1875, was 
signed in blank by Mr. Tacker. He did not appear 
before Phil Hoyne, so it was stated, but Clapp at- 
tended wholly to the swearing process. 
THE OLD TRAVELERS’. 

The Chicago Life-Insurance Company sprang in- 
to existence upon the remains of the old Travel- 
ert of this city. which started oat on the accident 

The charter was so amended that it was al- 
— to do a life-insurance business, There was 
a statement made that Mr. Tucker had his own 
licy for $5,000 transferred to the National Life 
rom the Chicago. This matter Mr. Tucker was 
not able to explain clearly Saturday, as the trans- 
fer was made without his knowledge. Tun Tars- 
UNE reporter yesterday learned the facts of the 
case, and they are very simple. The risk upon 
any one life in the Chi wa? limited to $5, 000. 
li took, however, fisks for any amount, as large 
as was desired by the insured. When aman want- 
ed $10,000 the Company issued a policy for 
that amount, but remeured $5, 000 in another com- 
pany. It was thus in Mr. Tucker's case. He held 
a seven-yeare’ term policy in the Accidental Com- 
pany for $5,000. When the Chicago Life was or- 
ganized he took $10, 000 in that, and $5,000 of it 
was transferred to the National, upon which all 
premiums have been fully paid, the Company 
making the difference in commissions. esc 
transferred policies nearly all have a surrender 
value, and are better than the Chicago Life's. 

The Receiver hopes to pay from 25 to 40 per 
cent, but when the first dividend will be declared 
is yet one of the unsolved problems. Had there 
been assets left sufficient to reinsure the risks the 

jicy-holders might have fared better, but for 
2 purpose the amount was short at least from 60 
to 75 per cent.

Judge Otis Preparing for the Pay- 
ment of a Dividend. 


Settlement of the Bayard Claims 
---The Other Banks. 


THE STATE. 

THE BAYARD CLAIMS. 
Judge Otis, Receiver of the State Savings In- 
stitution, yesterday submitted to Judge Will- 


lams the following petition: 

Your petitioner shows to the Court that among 
the assets of said institution is its 1 K of re- 
demption or contingent interest in of the first- 

ortgage bonds of the Chicago & Pacific Railroad 
l of $1,000 each, and 120 of the bonds of 
the South Park Commissioners, of like denomina- 
tion, all of which are de ited as collateral secar- 
i 4 certain notes made by 


ard, dated May 17. 1876. 
Dobbins is wholly insolvent, and there are now 
judgments standing unsatistied against him 
largely in excess of the amougt of said notes, 
Bayard was the holder of 200 shares of the capital 
stock of said institution, of the par value of $20, - 
000, until the 4th day of April, 1877, when the 
same were transferred to David D. Spencer, 
— claiming to have have held such shares 
only as collateral security for the payment of a 
Joan, and not as the absolute owner. 

. have been inetitated and are now 
pending to fix the liability of all the shareholders 
of said institution, including Bayard, for what 16 
known as the stock — but Bayard is a resi- 
dent of New York City, and it has been impossi- 
ble to 1 * service of process upon him be- 
cause of his non-residence. 

Bayard has submitted a proposal for the settle- 
ment of all matters of difference between them, 
and between William Bayard Cutting and petition- 
er, including said Dobbins’ notes with the coliat- 
eral thereto, and said stock liadility; but petitioner 
in no manner consents to or acquiesces in any of 
the statementstherein contained concerning the 
stock liability of Bayard. 

Your petitioner further states that he has care - 
fully considered such vroposed settlement, and 
bas taken the advice of counsel thereon, and in 
view of the danger of delay, expense, and joss in 
the sdit for a foreciosure of the railway bonds, and 
in view of the fact that said contract with Bayard 
matures May 17, 1878, when Bayard will have the 
right to sell, at private or public sale, said bonds, 
involving the peril of very great loss to said inati- 
tution ; and in View of the insolvency of Dobbins, 
etc., your petitioner is of the opinion, and recom- 
mends to the Court, thatthe best interests of the 
creditors of said institution require that he be au- 
thorized to make the best settlement of all said 
matters which he can obtain, substantiully apon 
the basis of said proposal. 

Your petitioner further represents that the sum of 
$60,000, to be paid by said Bayard under such 

roposed settlement, will enable your petitioner, 

ther with such sums as he now has in hand, 
and with what he has a reasonable prospect of col- 
lecting, to declareand paya dividend of 10 per 
cent within a short period; and that he is constant- 
ly besought and importuned by creditors to make 
such dividend during the present winter; and with- 
out such proposed settlement he fears great delay 
will occur in making such dividend, and tnat tne 
same cannot be e during the present season 
unless by a great sacrifice of the banking building 
or other valuable property, wherefore vour peti- 
tioner submits said proposal for the instruction of 
the Court thereon, and prays the direction of the 
Court in the premises. 

Your petitioner further represents that if such 
settlement is carried out, and a dividend declared, 
it will be necessary for the Court to first fix some 
rule for the proof of claims against said institu- 
tion; that in most cases the deposit books, or 
other evidences of their demands held by creditors. 
correspond with the books of the institution, and 
your petitioner believes that where, on comparison 
of such deposit books with the books of the insti- 
tution, it is found they correspond as to the 
amount due to the creditor, such amount may be 
taken as the amount done, thue saving the expense 
of a reference to a Master to take proof thereon. 

Your petitioner further states that a considerable 
number of the creditors have begun suits in 
various courts in Cook County against sharehold- 
ers in said institution to recover on account of the 
stock liability created by Sec. 9 of the charter, 
and otherwise to obtain a preference over the 
other creditors of the inatitution. That the effect 
of such recoveries, if had, would be to give the 
creditors thus suing a preference over other 
creditors of the same class, tothe great hardship 
of such other creditors. That such suits have 
been enjoined by the order of this honorable 
Court, butare still penamg, and your petitioner 
prays the instruction of the Court in the prem- 
ises, and prays an order of the Court 
determining whether such creditors who have 
brought, and have still pending inthe courts of 
this county or elsewhere, such suits against share- 
holders as aforesaid, shall be permitted to partici- 

te inthe dividend soto be declared, or lu any 
uture dividends, except upon condition of their 
dismissing such suits, or releasing their judgments, 
if such have been regovreced therein. . 2 — 
* „ BAYARD’S PROPOSITION.”  " 

Accompanying the petition is a formidable doc- 
ument signed by George W. Smith for Robert 
Bayard. It has twenty-six large pages, and is ad- 
dressed to Judge Otis. 

The document sete forth that the signer 
desires to submit proposals for a settlement 
of all matters in controversy between Robert Bay- 
ard and the State Savings Institution, and also be- 
tween William Bayard Cutting and the same cor- 
poration. 

The case is thus stated: In 1873 or 1874 
D. D. Spencer caused to be transferred to said 
Cutting, without his rye = one share of 
capital stock of the State Savings.. At the 
same time the stockholcers elected Cutting 
a Trustee, likewise without his knowledge or con- 
sent. As soon as Cutting was informed of the ac- 
tion, be repudiated it. refused to pay for the stock, 
and declined to act as Trustee. Afterward Cut- 
ting indorsed a certificate for a share of stock so as 
to have it surrendered and cancelled. 
This was done for the aks con- 
venience, but the signer denies that Cuat- 
ting was ever a stockholder ora Trustee, or that he 
ever empowered any one to so act or him. Cut- 
ting was never a resident of Chicago, and neyer 
has been here more than three or four times in 
four years. 

About March, 1874, D. D. Spencer called on 
Robert Bayard, of New York, and offered to sell 
him 200 shares of stock in the State Savings Insti- 
tution for $150 per share, representing that it was 
earning from 15 to 20 per cent per annum, and had 
a large surplus. mgs eclined to buy, but lent 
Spencer „000 Un the pledge of the 200 shares. 
This transaction was ended by Spencer's transfer 
ring the stock to Bayard March 28, 1874. 
Interest was to be paid at 10 percent per annum. 
The stock was transferred to Bayard, and interest 
was paid unul March, 1876, when the principal fel! 
due, but was renewed forayear. in March, 1877, 
the money was paid, and Bayard caused the stock 
to be transferred to Spencer April 4, 1877. It 16 
here claimed that the books of the State Savings 
show this state of things, and indicate that Bayard 
was nothing more than a creditor. 

The facts regarding the purchase of the Dobbins 


notes are then given. 
The following outline of settlement is pro- 


posed: 

1. That the contract of May 17, 1876, be re- 
scinded. 

2. That the Receiver become the owner of the 
Dobbins notes and the 200 bonds. 

3. That Bayard become the owner of the 120 
South Park bonds. 

4. That Bayard advance to the Receiver $60, 000 
to gointo the assets of the institution without re- 
course, except as follows: 

5. Bayard to retain the Dobbins notes and the 
200 bonds. and control the foreclosure suit, and to 
have a lien on the notes for the $60, 000 advanced, 
add when the suits are decided to pay over what- 
ever balance there may be, Bayard to look to said. 
notes, bonds, and suit only for his reimbursement. 
The Receiver is to have the power to take back 
the notes and bonds at anytime by paying the 
$60,000 back, with interest. 

6. Bayard is to waive the guarantee in the con- 
tract, and the difference between the face and 
market value of the rk bonds. the difference 
of interest, and any claims he may have for costs 
and expenses; he is also to pay ail costs in the 
foreclosure suit.

ST. PAUL. 


Intersection of Two Land-Grabs—Protests 
of Rejected Bidders—The Old Sore Open 
Between Minneapolis and St. Paul. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Jan. 21.—The Northern Pa- 
citic Railroad Company has commenced an ac- 
tion at Les Pendes against the St. Paul Pacific 
Company, disputing the latter's right to lands 
recently certified to it by the Governor on ac- 
count of the completion of its road from Glyn- 
don to Crookston. The two companies’ grants 
of twenty sections to the mile cross each other. 
The St. Paul Pacific claims title from being the 
first to locate, and the Northern Pacific from 
being the first to build and operate a road. The 
amount involved is 500,000 acres. 

The Yellowstone Transportation Company 
protests against the award by Col. Tompkins 
of army transportation on the Missouri to 
Coulson, of Yankton. The protest is based on 
a theory that the bulk of transportation wal be 
for 300 to 800 miles, on which this Company bid 
the lowest, instead of less than 300 and over 
800 miles, for which Coulson bid 
The Yellowstone Company had the contract 
last year. They disclaim any reflection upon 
Tompkins other than that computations 
were based on an erroneous theory. 

St. Paul and Minneapolis public-spirited men 
are at loggerheads over the statistics of basi- 
ness reported from each city to the State 
Commissioner of Statistics.
